A family of three sold: last week the 
product of six days’ digging of seneca, 
root for $44.50, the price paid being 42c 
a pound. The root is in great demand 
and brings three times the price 1t did 
a few years ago, andj the digging of it 
afiorde people who are not otherwise 
employed a ready way of making good 
wages. 


An investigation into the sudden

Dr. Millar 
was sent for and made an examinaiioa 
0? the body, and on this, and hearing 
the statement of Mr. McGee, gave it 
as his opinion that death resulted from 
heart failure. Mr. McGee further stat- 
ed that at the doctor's request he pour- 
ed. out a dose of medicine and gave it 
him, he being too shaky to do it [or 
himself. The vial was sent for and Dr. 
Millar pronounced it chloral hydrate, 
which. he said, would have'a depressing 
effect upon the heart. It was thought 
unnecessary to hold an inquest. Dr. 
Bloyin came from Rimouski about live 
years ago to take the position he held 
in the Mounted Police, and was 55 years 
of age. He was a member o® the C. M. 
B. A., who attended the funeral as a 
ledge. He leaves a widow and three 
young daughters to mourn his sudden 
cutting off.

The east kad atiained its deved- 
opment and here was the-sphere of iu- 
ture action. Two objects must be kept 
in view. First open up the country, 
then have such trade policy as would 
make it rich. The future progress of 
Canad: must be on the ground we are 
standing on. lis resources should be 
opened up by great highways and sur 
face railways, and by other suitable 
expenditures. There had been a lick 
ot proper public expenditure in the 
west. Why did vot the censervative 
party make such expendiiures when ‘in 
office? He explained this by saying 
that twenty years ago the conser Var 
tive party had expended 62 millions in 
pushing the C. P. R. across the contint 
ent. The expenditure was gigantic for 
a nation oY so few people, and u halt 
opeurred, The C. }. R. was opposed by 
the liberals; the purchase o7 the Northt 
west had been apposed by ihe liberals. 
They had declared that the Northwest 
would never be other than the home of 
the wolf and the bear. In the face of 
their factious opposition the conserva- 
tive govertiment was ¢ompelled to call 
a halt in Northwest expenditures, 


when the railway had been construct+ | 


ed. The liberals had since fail- 
ed to give the money the cont 
servatives had ip mind for the 
development Oo the Northwest. 


What had they done io improve transt 
portation? Nothing! But they had 
fritiered. away fiftesn millions osten- 
sibly to give railway competition to 


the maritime provinces. He y,ould 
make no promises. The conservative 


party was still true to the old policy 
which had developed the west of yore. 
And any legitimate exp-ndiiure for 
the development 09° ihe west woyld be 
assented to as cheerfully by the con- 
Servative party as that party assented 
to the expendiiure o7 
the C. P. R. This was not gencrosity; 
it was cold justice. The various pro- 
vinces entered comfederation with a 
debt of 115 million dollars. On that 
debt the people 0° the west are pay- 
ing their share, Judging by the: shap 
displays here and on the cous they 
were paying a greater share per head 
than the people o° any oiher part of 
the counirr. They wers in justice en- 
titled, to a greater returr. The policy 
of the liberal party io-diuy was ths 
same as that placed on ihe statute book 
by the conservatives in 1878. The lib- 
erals had won. the elections of 1896 on 
a false issue. Mutnal preferential 
trade within the empire would be the 
greatest stimulus ta the growth © of 
Canadi. England had secured her in- 
dustrial and commercial supremacy by 
a policy of strict proiection, and since 
adapting free trade had been compell- 
ed ta make wat te make markets, 
This was not far removed from iha 
cayse of the South African war. Sir 
John Macdonald’s idex of mutual tirade 
preference within ihe empire was that 
the British manufacturer should have 
control of ihe eclonial market, and that 
the colonies should have an advantage 
in Britain mm the sale of ‘their agrie 
cultural preducts, Anything that 
tends to draw the bonds of empire ta 
gether is the policy 9° ihe conservative 
party. And anything ihat so tends is 
opposed by the followers of Wik 
frid Laurier in Quebec. Germany and 
the United Staies should be met by 
retaliatory tariffs. We were dastards 
and cowards to allow ihe United St aj- 
fes deport Canadian laborers, without 
retaliating. Provincial auionomy 
should be granted io ihe west. Hon. 
Mr. Sifton had said there was a darn 
ger ik granting provincial powers to 
so few people in such a vast Territory, 
but nothing worse could occur than 
was attempted by that minister ip tho 
Yuken railway deal. :

| party disorganized or demoralized, but 
of a party full of light, ard! prepared) io 
make 2 better showing at next election 
than ai the last.” He had been astont 
ished at the confidence and zeaf dis- 


played in the west. In British Coluu+ | tude 


had been overcome and the party had 
been successfully hrought together. In 
Ontario the conservatives had a Mar 
jority o® twenty in the commons. In 
Quebec they had come out badly, but 
bad secured 100,000 votes 2s against 
130,000 by the liberals. Lilectoral cor- 
ruption accounted for a great part of 
tha liberal victories in the east. He in; 
stanced the West Huron and Brock¢ 
ville cases, Sir Wilfrid had promised 
an investigation in the West Huron 
case. investigation had been burked in 
commitie:, a commission had then been 
promised but no action had been taken. 
He quoted figures showing ihe increase 
in general taxation since ’96, increase 
af expenditures and increase of debt. 
The increased tobacco duties had yield 
ed, 2 million in revenues., and the sugt 
ar duties a quarier of a millign; The 
west was a great country with sparse 
population. It needed better communi- 
cation, better roads and bridges, Con- 
sidering the great increase af taxation, 
had the west received fair consideration 
in these matters. Recalling his own 
recent experiences in the vicinity af 
Calgary and also on his drive that day 
the Northwest was not to be congratuf 
lated on its roads and bridges. Raile 
ways were crecessary, but roads and 


( bridges were as much so, If they were 


not provided immigration must be 
checked, He had been surprised to 
learn at last session of parliament 
what a meagre allowance was given. 
An increase of $100,000 had been made 
last year. But this was not enough. 
We should rot te afraid of proper apr 
propriations for public works, But 
appropriations should noi be made to 
affect elections, or io help individuals. 
He then spoke of ihe Drummond Coune 
ty railway deal, the Crow’s Nest. rail- 
way deal and compared the appropiria- 
tion for the public purposes of the Ter- 
ritories with the supposed profits on 
these deals. If deals of this sort were 
to be stopped, and if ihe public funds 
were to be properly directed, the eled- 
tors must exercise their rights at the 
polls like men. On the subject of pro- 
vincial autozomy he held that the peo- 
ple of the Territories were sufficlenily 
numerous and intelligent to be en- 
trusted with the contro! of their own 
local affairs. This stand he had iakena 
in parliament. The minister of inter- 
ior had said that the time was not ripe 
for provincial anfonomy. But he, the 
speaker, held that the reasons against 
granting provincial au‘:onomy would be 
just as good five years hence as now. 
Immigration will not have ceased and 
the Territories will rot have filled up 
so that the conditions will still be those 
ef chazge. The argament tad been 
used that so sparse a population might 
deal improvidently with the future. 
But every province of Canada had the 
right to bankrupt itself. The public 
fhands of the Territeries were not more 
likely to be alienated by the people of 
the Territories than by the people of 
the province who did not understand 
their value. He believed that the idea 
of exploiting public utilities for the 
public advantage was deeply seated in 
the Northwest. In , 1837 Canada 
achieved, responsible government. 
Since then the public lands of ihe pro- 
vince had been dealt with by the pra- 
vinces alone. Why should th: Terri- 
tories not be dealt ‘with in, the same 
way, and as promptly as possible? In 
a few years the papulation would be as 


large as that of Nova Scotia. Why 
should you rot deal with your own 
lands as Nova Skotia does. He as- 


sumed that the eastern provinces would 
deal generously with the west. The fu- 
ture of the west should not be handi- 
capped. The centre of gravity o* the 
Dominion was moving westward, and 
the west would soon be in a position to 
command rather than to ask. Speak- 
ing of the taxation of C. P. R. lands 
he said that the question had been 
brought up in the house of commons on 
more than one occasion. The govern- 
ment had promised io submit the ques- 
tion to the courts. But this had not 
yet been done, The speaker had sugi- 
gested that to avoid delay an act be 
passed at once to make the land taxt 
able at whatever date would appear to 
be in accordance with ths originy| unt 
derstanding, and provide for a refar- 
ence to the couris of the question of 
damages suffered by the C. P. R. in 
case the date so fixed was ret in ad- 
cordance With the terms of the con~ 
tract. This would have saved to the 
people the delay of firsi submitting the 
case to the couris. if the C. P.R was 
found to have suffered damage let ihe 
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ess life, as most Canzdian public mon | gation of the German and Belgian 


treaties on behalf of the British pre- 
ference and yet Germany aisd Belgium 
received a large share of the advaniage 
of that preference. Goods made in'the 
rough, in Germany and merely finish! 
ed in England entered Canada at a 
33 1-3 per cent reduction of duty. In- 
stead, of giving Germany this advan- 
tage we should retaliate for its atti- 

iowards Canada. He alluded 
the tariff differences in the 


free trader who can place faith in his 
party or define its policy on the tar€ 
iff. The liberal conservative party 
preaches the same doctrine in all 
parts of ihe country. It is not 
bound up with the manufacturers, but 
is bound up with the people. Whent 
ever the interests of the manufacturers 
point in one direction and those of 
the people in another the liberal con- 
servative party will Know what path 
to take. The liberal conservative pol- 
icy of moderate proteciion is 
that all means shall be taken to 
develop ths country to the exe 
tent to which it can be developed. Cant 
ada shoyld rot depend upon any other 
country for what she can produce her 
self, Experience had shown that prices 
decrease under a protective tariff 
through internal competition. The 
market should be built up for the farms 
pr. Populous centres should be built 
up both west and east of the moun 
tains. Would it be profitable to low 
er the duties and destroy the industries 
of Canada. Canada had sent thousands 
of her people to the States since 1896 
in search of employment. He wanied 
to retain them at home. Canada was 
situated alongside the greatest manu 
facturing and agricultural country in 
the world. The Canadian farmer had 
12c a bushel protection on wheat, 100 
on oats, 12c on barley, 15e on potatoes 
and $2 a ton on hay while the United 
States duties were twice as high. Farm 
prodycts could be protected. It was re 
cently pointed oyt to him by the lead 
miners of British Colymbia that while« 
the farm produce the miners had to 
buy was protected lead was admitted 
free. If by placing a duty om lead a 
home market could be built up in Brit} 
ish Columbia for the Alberta farmer 
would not the country be benefitted. 
If the tariff were lowered Canada 
would be at the mercy of United States 
trusts and combines. So long as we 
mintain a protective tariff we are not 
in that danger. Some time it may come 
to be a question wheiher the people or 
the combines shall rule. But if the peo- 
ple are true to themselves-they can 
control possible Canadian combines by 
legislative means as they cannot for- 
eign combines which are outside their 
legislative control. We don’t want 
any company in Canada that parlia- 
ment cannot keep in proper order. Mr. 
Borden closed with a carefully and well 
worded appeal for good citizenship, and 
was accorded hearty applause at the 
close. rig? a. 

Mr. Northrup was the next speaker. 
He complimented the ladies and dealt 
at some length with Canadian history, 
cleverly enforcing his arguments as io 
why Canadians should be proud of 
their country and themselves, Cana- 
dians, west or east, only wanted fair 
clay. He was not here to promise 
favors but to see that the people got 
their rights. He was not hereto find 
fault, but certainly not too much 
money had been spent in the west. The 
total expenditure had gone up 23 mil- 
lions and the debt 16 million since ’96, 
There has been the Drummond County 
and Yukon railway deals, the laiter of 
which had cost $312,000 to seitle. He 
asked his hearers what part of the 
increased expenditure was apparent in 
the west and whether the amounts Paid 
on the Drummond County and Yukon 
railway deals could not have been used 
to better advantage on the public roads 
of the Northwest. Then there was the 
half-breed. land scrip, not necessary in 
the first place, and in the next place 
the land if given should have gone to 
the half-breeds. He demanded to know 
who carried off the money. Tha Do 
minion government had paid $650,000 to 
the government of Nova Scotia for a 
railway which it had taken over and 
operated, $240,000 to the province of 
New Brunswick in a like case. This 
was how the debi was increased, He 
asked; “Which party has a policy most 
for the interests of the whole country ? 
How would the hational policy help 
you?” It was pitiful to see the stag | 
nation in the mining regigns of Brit 
ish Columbia. At Moyie there was a 
million dollar plant and one man emt 
ployed to watch it.
